“This heterogenous collection of ob­ 
solete arm s is a very serious detri­ 
m ent to the efficiency of the entire

General Corbin recommends legisla­ 
tion providing that 
Major Generals 
Merritt. Brooke and Otis, now on the 
retired list, be given the rank of lieu­ 
tenant general, and that Colonels Gil­ 
more and Williston be given the ranks 
of brigadier generals on the retired 
list. 


He has the following to say con­ 
cerning early m arriages in the army: 


“The early marriage of the younger 
officers of the army, many of whom are 
entirely dependent upon their pay and 
allowances for support, is greatly to be 
deplored and should be discouraged. 
A young officer should have but one 
allegiance, and that should he to the 
service. 
Those without private means 
must necessarily divide their pay be­ 
tween the dem ands of their office and 
family. 
A considerable number are re­ 
quired for service in the Philippines 
where living is expensive, and the ac­ 
complishment of this tour of duty re­ 
sults in actual hardship to officers with 
families." 


General Corbin says tile detail staff 
system has worked well and he be­ 
lieves that the scheme lor a general 
staff is the best solution for vexatious 
friction that had been planned. 


General Corbin has the following to 
say regarding the canteen: 


"The restoration of the exchange as 
it existed prior to the passage of the 
act of February 2. 1901, prohibiting the 
sale of beer, is desired and urged by 
the great majority of officers and men 
and by none more than those of pro­ 
nounced tem perance views. 
Num er­ 
ous reports confirm the views long held 
by this office that the old exchange 
contributed 
to 
sobriety, health and 
contentm ent of the men. The increase 
of desertions and of trials for infrac­ 
tions of discipline is. by those best in­ 
formed. attributed to the abolition of 
the form er privileges of the exchange." 


In conclusion he says: 
"The instruction of our men in vocal 
music would be a step in the direction 
of contentment, and better discipline. 
Every regiment should have its m arch­ 
ing song. 
Frequent practice in sing­ 
ing, particularly during the long win­ 
ter evenings, would do much to m ake 
the men satisfied to remain in quarters 
and away from the baneful efrects of 
the barrooms that exist in too great 
num bers in the vicinity of our military 
posts. 
These barrooms are under the 
protection of the license laws of the 
several states and are beyond the con­ 
trol of the military authority."

THE ANNUAL REPORT OF 


ADJUTANT GENERAL CORBIN 


Rv A ssociated Press. 


W ashington. Nov. 6.—The 
annual 
report of A djutant General Corbin of 
the arm y deals with every feature of 
the arm y and begins with a statem ent 
showing th a t the arm y is to be re­ 
duced by December 1 to 60.020 men of 
whom about 2,877 belong to the staff 
departm ents. 


The report shows th at during the 
fiscal year 33 officers were killed in 
action or died of wounds and disease; 
21 resigned and 68 retired. 
Of the 
enlisted men 1,277 were killed or died 
of wounds and disease; 35.806 were dis­ 
charged on the expiration of service: 
5,498 were discharged for disability 
or dismissed by order of court m a r­ 
tial; 4.C67 deserted, two were missing 
and 203 retired. 


General Corbin, in calling attention 
to his form er recom m endation that 
the rate of pay for military attaches 
abroad should be increased, suggests 
th a t retired officers of high rank might 
be selected for this service. 
While the 
num ber of attaches has been decreased 
the service has improved because of 
the reciprocal relations th a t have been 
established with the w a r departm ents 
of several governm ents where officers 
are stationed.

General Corbin discusses the various 
schools of the arm y and points out the 
advantages which will accrue through 
them. 


In reviewing the reports of officers 
who participated in the arm y and navy 
m aneuvers 
last 
September, General 
Corbin says that much valuable infor­ 
mation was acquired. 
He says: 


“The m aneuvers have proved that 
the rank and file of our arm y can 
be depended upon in every emergency; 
th a t apparently impossible tasks can be 
accomplished under the spur of neces­ 
sity and th at there is an immeasurable 
gulf between practice and theory. The 
lessons learned by both officers and 
m en were of more practical value than 
years of ordinary garrison routine and 
instructions." 


He strongly recom m ends that similar 
c.xercises be conducted annually and 
be m ade to em brace each year a new 
th eater of operations, so th a t the ben­ 
efit may be shared by tue different 
garrisons in the several fleids of de­ 
fense. 
General Corbin adds: 


"The conviction expressed by the 
commanding general in charge of the 
land defenses that every officer and 
enlisted man of the army and official 
of the National guard who took part 
in the maneuvers entertains a feeling 
of admiration for the splendid manner 
in which the naval part of the program 
has been conducted whereby the con­ 
fidence in and affection for the sister 
service ever constant have been re­ 
newed and emphasized by this exceed­ 
ingly agreeable association in prosecut­ 
ing professional work of great impor­ 
tance to the nation, voices a sentiment 
heartily concurred in by the army."

men engaged in the most energetic 
and active pursuits, we find those who 
are always ready to serve on commit­ 
tees to raise money for charitable or 
public purposes, to advance important 
measures of legislation, and to reform 
the evils which are especially rite in 
great municipalities. 
To do this they 
give their money, as well as their time 
and strength, which are of more value 
than money, to objects wholly outside 
the labors by 
which 
they support 
them selves or their fam ilies or gratify 
their own tastes or ambitions. 
Thus 
they m eet the test of what constitutes 
usefulness in a citizen by rendering to 
the country, to the public, and to their 
fellow citizens, service which has no 
personal reward in it, but which ad­ 
vances the good of others and con­ 
tributes to the welfare of the com ­ 
munity.— (Henry Cabot Lodge, in Suc­ 
cess for November.

Mr. Roberts says that the annual con- 


sumption of the precious metals is esti- 
mated in round numbers at $80,000,000 
and $57,000,000 silver. The silver mar- 
ket was depressed throughout the year. 
The highest quotation on the London 
market WBB 29%d. on January 2 and the 
lowest 24 15-16d. in December. The pur- 
chases on account of the government 
of India fell off heavily from the pre- 
ceding year. Tl.e coinage of the Indian 
mints for the 11 months ending with 
February, 1902, was only 48,507,600 ru- 
pees, against 150,780,754 rupees In the 
same month of the previous year. The 
demand for China also declined, owing 
to the retirement of most of the foreign 
troops called there during the Boxer 
troubles of .1900. While the troops were 
there the shipments of silver were ex- 
ceptionally large and after their retire- 
ment silver bars and Mexican dollars 
accumulated at the seaports In unusual 
amounts, rendering further imports for 
the time unnecessary. 
The European 


demand for silver for coinage purposes 
is light, au the e-overnments are pursu- 
ing the policy of supplying needs for 
subsidiary coins by the recoinage of full 
legal tender coins. 


About 30 per cent, of the silver output 


of the United States is from silver ores, 
the remainder being reduced In con- 
junction with lead ahd copper. After 
allowing for Industrial consumption, the 
Increase in the gold stocks of the prin- 
cipal countries for the calendar year 
1901, are estimated to have been approx- 
imately as follows:

APPARENT COLLAPSE 
OF THE REVOLUTION 


By Associated Prese. 


La Victoria, Venezuela, Nov. 7.—News 


has been received here concerning the 
retreat of the revolutionary forces. 
It 


is to the effect that on the- night of 
November 4 the revolutionists withdrew 
from their positions near La Victoria 
and San Mateo. because 
they were 


without ammunition. The fact that the 
rebels lacked cartridges caused a dis- 
agreement between Genenal Matos and 
General Rolando, which was followed 
by hot words. General Rolando de- 
clared that the shortage of ammunition 
was the fault of General Matos and that 
if the success of the revolution was en- 
dangered by this condition General 
Matos alone was responsible. He said 
hat all was lost, and with his fol- 
owers, about 2,300 men, he withdrew 
'rom the main body of the rebels in the 
[irection of- Alta Gracla. It is reported 
hat General Rolando proclaimed El 
Mocho Hernandez as the leader of the 
•evolution. 
President Castro, since he discovered 
he revolutionists only retreated be- 
cause of their absolute lack of ammu- 
nition, has caused them to be pursued 
day and night by government soldiers. 
The latest report issued by the gov- 


ernment says that Generals Matog,Men- 
doza and Riera, and their commands 
ire fleeing in disorder in an effort to 
reach the mountainous districts. These 


enerals are supposed to be near Bar- 
rera, a point 12 miles from the Lake of 
Valencia. Guerrillas In the service of 
the government have brought to Preslr 
lent Castro certain records belonging 
to members of General Matos' personal 
staff, aa well as the general's persona] 
correspondence. The contents of these 
papers give evidence of the critical sit- 
uation of the leaders of the revolution. 


It is difficult to understand: the ap- 
parent sudden and complete collapse of 
:he revolutionary movement. But a 
few days ago the rebels seemed to be 
upon the eve of victory while today 
their cause seems absolutely lost. 


President Castro, having sent his men 


:n all directions to cut off the retreal 
of the enemy, left here today for Carac- 
as. The government soldiers who are 
following the rebels scored their flrsl 
success this morning by the capture 
of General Ramon Lusia, who 
was 


making his way in the direction of 
Alta Graclu with 300,000 rounds of am- 
munition and 4,060 men to reinforce the 
revolutionists. 


From here President Castro will go to 


Los Tequcs, which point was aban- 
boned by the rebels yesterday.

'eport of Adjutant General Corbin o, 
he army deals with every feature 01 
he army and begins with a statement 
showing that the army Is to be re 
duced by December 1 to 60,020 men o 
wnom about 2,877 belong to the staff 
departments. 


The report shows that during the 


iscal year 35 officers were killed in 
action or died of wounds and disease 
21 resigned and 68 retired. 
Of the 


enlisted men 1,277 were killed or died 
of wounds and disease; 35,806 were dls 
charged on the expiration of service 
5,498 were discharged for disability 
or dismissed by order of court mar 
tlal; 4,687 deserted, two were missing 
and 203 retired. 


General Corbin, In calling attention 


to his former recommendation 
tha 


the rate of pay for military attaches 
abroad should be increased, suggest, 
that retired officers of high rank migh 
be selected for this service.

Peaceful methods are making 
hemselves felt among the native lead- 
ers who are In many instances asslst- 
ng our government by advising their 
'ormer belligerent followers 
to 
lay 


down their arms. Some of the former 
fighting sultans, of which there are a 
score, have become more peaceful. The 
greatest difficulty we experience in the 
slands is overcoming the legends and 
superstitions of the people. . 
"It is hard to overcome at once traits 


which have born In the natives for cen- 
turies, and I will say that to this one 
feature is largely due the spread of 
cholera and other pestilential diseases 
among them. They cannot be made to 
submit to or to understand the mod- 
ern methods of treatment, nor can they 
be made to see the utility of an up-to- 
date sanitary system. They will not 
submit to quarantine peacefully, and 
'requently escape from their bounds, 
spreading disease. In the city of Ma- 
nila a very good system prevails and 
n consequence the health conditions are 
better there than they have ever been 
n the history of the country. 
"Great hardship prevails in some of 


the provinces where the natives are un- 
able to plant their rice crops on account 
of the loss of their farm animals and 
I look for much suffering 
in these 


provinces, but the government has al- 
ready taken steps to relieve the situa- 
tion and it will not be long before most 
of the needy will be looked after. 
"I am very much pleased with the 


situation in the province of 
Samar. 
What was once one of the most unruly 
and belligerent of the provinces Is now 
quiet and peaceful as this big city of 
yours. The natives are becoming pros- 
perous under the Industry which has 
been fostered there and they have a 
ready market for their rice and hemp." 


SPECTACULAR FIRE IN 
NEW YORK CITY 


By Associated Press. 


New York, Nov. 10.—The new East 
river bridge In process of construction 
between New York and Brooklyn, was 
damaged to' the amount of at least a 
half million dollars tonight by a flre 
that for four hours raged 355 feet In the 
air on the summit of the great steel 
tower on the New York side. 
There 


was probably no loss of life. Owing to 
the enormous height of the tower it 
was impossible to reach the flre with 
any apparatus in the flre departmeni 
and the flames, after devouring all the 
woodwork on the top of the 
tower 


seized on the timber falsework of the 
two foot bridges suspended from the 
main cables, burning away the support? 
until nearly a million feet of blazinf 
lumber fell with a mighty splash and 
hiss into the stream. The falling foot- 
bridge carried away a score of lighter 
cables and guys, which trailed in the 
water rendering it necessary for the 
purpose of safety to stop all traffic 
up and down the river. The steamer 
Puritan and other craft had narrow 
escapes while running the gauntlet 01 
the fiery brands that fell in showers 
trom the burning bridge. The flre was 
the most spectacular conflagration that 
has ever been seen in New York. 


The flre started in a tool shed and 


from this it spread to the great tim- 
ber framework. Withing five minutes 
after the discovery of the flre the whole 
top of the tower was in a blaze. The'n 
the footbridges fell, carrying with them 
many tons of bolts, rivets, nuts and 
tools. At that moment the Brooklyr 
flreboat was just below the bridge, and 
a heavy steel beam fell on her, breaking 
her rudder and sent her drifting down 
the stream. 
Sound steamers and al 
other up-river navigation was stopped 


While the fire was at Its height a par- 
ty of firemen were cut off at the base 
of tho tower where they were exposet 
to a torrent of brands and red hot Iron 
and steel. They were rescued after sev- 
eral had been severely burned. 


Brands from the tower set flre to the 


big storehouse of 
the Pennsylvania 
Steel company on the bridge. It was 
entirely consumed and the contents 
were hurled into the river together with 
two hoisting derricks on the platform 
It was 11 o'clock before the flames hac 
devoured everything combustible, leav 
ing only the steel tower and the four 
great 18%-lnch steel cables stretching 
across the river. These cables were re 
ccntly completed, save 
for tho stee 


sheathing and it Is feared that they 
have been badly damaged by the In- 
tense heat. Should It be necessary t( 
replace them the labor of two yean 
would be lost. Chief Engineer Martin 
in charge of tho bridge construction 
said today that four 
steel 
saddles 


weighing 34 tons on the top of the towe 
were red hot, but were not damaged 
Of the four cables resting upon the sad 
dies, two, he thought, would have to b 
partially replaced by 
splicing-. This 


will involve a delay of at least foui 
months. The remaining cables sufferec 
(little injury.

Prince Henry of Prussia did not 


•iorne to Colorado Sprifigs or to Colo- 
rado even, but we are not to be" entire- 
ly deprived of having' royalty in the 
city this .year for His Rqyal Highness 
Maha Vajiravudh, crown 
prince of 


fiiam, arrived in the city yesterday 
morning over the Rock Island and is 
now the guest of the city. 
The' royal 


party with 'American escorts came in 
yesterday .morning .at 8:48~.and win 
remain here /until tomorrow morning 
when they will leave, for California, 
stopping en. route., only at the Grand 
Canon of the Colorado in Arizona. 


Tho royal highness is a strange 


though very important bit of.'royalty 
Ho.is important' because he .Is' to be 
the'next rtiler of a country, that is 
last .becoming 
one > of the. leading 


smaller nations.of the globe and one 
that.is fast becoming Europeanized. 


The crown prince is strange, first, 


because he is so uncommunicative. He 
rarely has anything to say:and on the 
present totir 'of the IJriited- States, 
while he expresses-great pleasure with 
the country,, he is not as talkative on 
the subject as one would suppose he 
would be. 
His'royal highness re- 


fuses absolutely and' point bank 'to 
see reporters, rind representatives 'of

Johnw;. Garrett and Frank Carrick 
have returned home after spending 
about six weeks In th'e White river 
country hunting deer and elk. Both 
report an excellent trip and bring- back 
as many .of the animals as the law al- 
lows them, to demonstrate their prow- 
ess. 
They made their.headquartcrs at 


John Goft's camp, Marvine Lodge, but 
made numerous .side trips and traveled 
over a large amount of territory. 
"We found that it was a great deal 
easier proposition," said Mr. Garrett 
last night speaking about the trip," tc 
get elk around Marvine Lodge than it 
was deer. The deer had all been fright- 
ened away from the vicinity of the 
camp by the great number of. hunting 
parties that had been there in the ear- 
lier part of the season. 
As tho elk 


seasoned opened . after we arrived in 
the country we were able to get them 
a great deal better than thc deer, we 
both got our share of the latter, but 
it took some hard traveling to do it. 
Not finding any in the vicinity of Mar- 
vine Lodge, we went over to Trampers' 
lake, about ten miles away, and llnd- 
ing none there, went to Goft's ranch, a 
distance of 35 miles. The game was not 
more plentiful here than It was at 
the ranch, however, and I went on tc 
the White river, hunted down it foi 
about 15 miles, and .crossed' over anc1 
hunted along Peance creek where I wa; 
finally successful. 
Going late as we 


did to take in the :elk season, we found 
the deer .ail scared out of their usual 
haunts and had to travel over a great 
deal more country to find them. 
The 
game is 'not. killed off so mUch as It 
is frightened away." 
Mr. Garrett got a fine buck weighing 
about 200 pounds. 
He Is now having It 


mounted whole at Stalnsky's. 
The 
antlers are very fine and although they 
are not so rare on account of size, being 
only nine-pronged, they, are very val- 
uable, on account of their oddity. 
At 
the base 
thw horns are very large 


and there are five or six rings of brown 
points, around each one of them. 
The 
antlers are-very rough all over, some 
tiling that is not very, often seen, and 
will make a valuable addition to Mr. 
Garrett's already large collection.

MANITOTJ TAX LEVY 18 MILLS 
Charles A. Grant, recorder 
of .the 
to\\;n of Mairitou; has transmitted the 
annual levy for Manltou to the board 
of county commissioners.

Oiie reason 
for it, however. Is said to be the big 
flood of the early spring which cost 
the town . of

amount must come out of the new levy. 
Then the town had to repair streets 
torn up by the street railway company 
and this is said to, represent an item 
of $1,500. The letter from .Mr. Grant 
to the board of county commissioners 
states that a resolution was passed by 
the board of trustees of the town as 
follows: 
"Resolved, by the board of trustees 


of the town of Manitou, That there .be 
and is hereby levied upon the assessed 
valuation of the town of Manitou 18 
mills on each dollar thereof for the 
year 1902, tor municipal expense and 
that the town recorder notify the coun- 
ty commissioners and the county clerk 
of this action and Instruct them to 
make said levy as is herein designated 
and thus extend as a tax on the tax 
roll of the county of El Paso," 


The board of county commissioners 
have made a tentative levy of eight 
mills and it is not unlikely that this 
will be near the final figure adopted. It 
will naturally be a somewhat larger 
levy than,lust year on account of the 
reduced valuation. It is said that the 
total levy in' the state this year will 
approximate' o-l mills as against 38.3 
mills last'year. The county levy for 
last year was 5% mills. Colorado City- 
has not yet submitted its levy to the 
county" commissioners. 
"While our levy may appear high, it 
was done to meet 
existing circum- 
stances," said Recorder Grant of Manl- 
tou last evening. ,"The town has been 
under a heavy expense this year. ' It 
must be remembered also, that there is 
a very big difference in an assessed 
valuation of-f 1,078,000 and $600,000. The 
flood was a big Item of expense to 
the town this year and this will have to 
be made up."

full, flaring ruffles, cut very short. 
There are some useful skirts made of a 
kind of fine white mohair. These keep 
clean longer than the white linen and 
hold the little skirts well out.

can be made dainty with fagoting and 
fine trimming in the way of rows of 
baby ribbon and hand work. 


Red is a favorite color for the school 


or every-day frock, and some modish 
red frocks are trimmed, with black. 
One for a girl of nine has yoke and 
cuffs and a deep border on the skirt 
made of rows of black braid joined by 
rows of fagoting.

cloth is most effective. 
There is a

From Paris comes the leading novelty 


—the coronation wreath, made of small 
ivy leaves, perfect in their imitation 
of the real English Ivy,' and edged with 
silver spangles like a rim of dew. Some 
are edged with gold. The wreaths are 
made in small bunches of the leaves, 
ending In a spray of single leaves that 
fall upon the hair, ns though 
fresh 


gathered from the parden and placed 
there. 


Another leading novelty is the pond 


lily, and this comes in all the natural 
sizes and colors, as well as in silver, 
gold and jet spangles, with natural 
colored leaves and stems. Jet Easter 


lilies are also leaders in-style, and these 
consist of one open flower, with a, bud, 
and a green stem, with a small spray 
of green foliage, usually maidenhair 
fern. Sometimes the lily forms the cen- 
ter of a small wreath. Most lovely are 
the light blue and pink lilies, just like 
those that float in' our ponds, only 
made of spangles in the color of the 
flower. The pond lily wreaths are made 
with a single open flower in front, and 
partly open flowers and buds falling 
away from it, all lying upon a water 
lily stem, with a few natural colored 
leaves between. The leaves, of course, 
are dwarfed in size. 


Very charming are the clusters of 


small white or colored morning glories, 
set amid green leaves and ending in 
small sprays. The flowers are sprin- 
kled with Jeweled or spangled dew- 
drops and have jewels, in the center. 
Du Barry wreaths are so much in 


vogue that all manner of materials are 
made up into the Du Barry headdress. 
These half wreaths are of flowers and 
leaves, of plaited grass, with bunches 
of the grass on each side of the hair; 
of satin ribbon, with or without floral 
effects, and of plaited ribbon 
that 
passes around the back of the hair, and 
ends, upon each side of the head in 
jaunty little bunches and knots. 


Laurel crowns are as popular now as 


they were in the days of ancient Rome. 
These vie in point of popularity with 
the frosted leaves of holly and oak, 
sprinkled with the pearly mistletoe ber- 
ries. Holly berries glow amid green or 
frosted leaves in the Du Barry wreath, 
or in the simple wreath worn in front 
and not around the back of the hair. 
Little bows of red velvet, less than 
half an inch in width, are used to tie 
the back of mistletoe and holly wreaths 
and give a pretty touch of color to 
them.—(Paris Fashion Letter.

A Woman's Invention.

liient at the Mechanics fair, re- 
it JL cently'held In Boston, Mass., is 
the exhibit of -women's labor- 
saving household inventions. The Wo- 
men's Educational and Industrial union 
offered a prize of $50 for the best device 
ot thisrfWna in-vented by a. •woman. 
One Is a. "scientific bread machine, 
which will mix the flour for 1.0 loaves 
of bread in three minutes, saving labor, 
flour and money by perfect accuracy. 
It was brought to the fair at the spe- 
cial request of Mrs. Ellen H. Richards. 
One of these machines, of a larger size, 
able to turn out 1.200 loaves at once, has 
just been bought by the government for 
use in the navy. 


The history of this machine is un- 
usual. Its inventor. Mrs. Lydia. Coale 
Sharpless. Is a Quaker lady of an old 
Philadelphia family. Her grandfather 
was one of the founders of the Phila- 
delphia library. Her grandmother, a re- 
markable woman, of fine presence ana 
great executive ability, wag for 60 
years the elder (i. e. the highest officer) 
o£ the trustees, meeting of the orthodox 
"Friends." Her father was one of the 
Johnsons, the old lawbook publishers 
of Philadelphia. Her son and daughter 
are both of them college graduates. The 
son is doing fine work in chemistry witn 
Cyrus Chambers. The daughter, a grad- 
uate of "Wells college and postgraduate 
of the 
University of Pennsylvania, 
makes a specialty of mathematics and 
physics. 
Mrs. Sharpless was led to this' inven- 
tion in her efforts to make the most 
perfectly digestible bread for her hus- 
band, who was suffering from Bright s 
disease. He had always been a stu- 
dent, and had very fine instruments, 
so that she toad facilities for research. 
She experimented under the microscope 
for two years. She found that the par- 
ticles of damp flour mixed under pres- 
sure, aa in ordinary stirring and knead- 
ing, got less expansion than when 
mixed without pressure. 


Common bread is forbidden In many 
cases of rheumatism and Bright's dis- 
ease, because it contains starch that 
has not been perfectly converted Into 
s-ugar-of-starch, 
or dextrine. 
Until 
they have undergone this transforma- 
tion and burst their cells, the particles 
of starch cannot be digested. The more 
fully the starch has undergone this 
process, the more digestible the bread. 
When a beam of polarized light is 
passed through a thin slice of bread, 
and examined with the proper appa- 
ratus, a shadowy cross is seen wherever 
an unburst particle of starch exists in 
the bread. When the polarized light Is 
thus passed through any 
ordinary 
„„ 
bread,- the slice is seen thickly scat- 
;t of the tered over with these little crosses, 
a great 
It has long been a cause of wonder 
Empress why the coarse, sour black bread of the 
German peasants can be digested by 
people who cannot assimilate any other 
kind. This bread is allowed to rise 
for 24 hours, till the yeast-plant attains 
Its full growth and dies. It turns sour, 
and the acid bursts the particles of 
starch. When polarized light is passed 
through a slice of this black bread, it 
is seen to be free from crosses, except 
around the edges, where a little fresh 
flour has been used in making the dough 
Into loaves, to keep it from sticking to 
«jLthe hands. Hence this bread Is digest- 
"ible; but it is too disagreeable to the 
taste for our people to eat it. AH our 
nice bread contains a large quantity of 
unburst particles of starch. By Mrs. 
Sharpless' new process, the particles 
of starch are all burst and transformed 
into dextrine, so that when the polar- 
ized light is passed through a slice, not 
a single cross is seen. At the same 
time the bread is ideally light and 
sweet. 
The peculiarity of.the bread machine 
is that it mixes the Ingredients for the 
bread without pressure. At the bottom 
there is a receptacle into which the 
pi-escribed Quantity of milk and water 
la put. and at the top a sieve into which 
the flour is measured. 
Between arc 
two rollers, set spirally with knives. 
By turning a handle, the two rollers 
are made to revolve, the knives "inter- 
dlgltatlng." and striking the flour and 
water lightly with' their sharp edges 
without' pressure.. In three minutes It 
is perfectly mixed, and can be left to 
rise. A little thermometer at the side 
marks the right temperature. When the 
bread Is risen, It can be put Into the 
pans without using any more flour to 
keep it from sticking- to the hands, as 
when mixed thus lightly it does not 
form a sticky paste, as It does when 
kneaded under pressurer• -•• 
Mrs. Sharpless, with the help of her 
daughter, the student of mathematics, 
made both the model of her invention, 
and the working machine. The model 
was made of pasteboard. The daughter 
cut out the pasteboard and the mother 
sewed it together. Then Mrs. Sharp- 
less sent for her friend Cyrus Cham- 
bers, of Philadelphia, the inventor of 
the great brick machines and the hold- 
er ot other valuable patents. At the 
sight of her model, he laughed till he 
almost fell off his chair. He suid: "Any- 
body might know that that was a wo- 
man's model—made of pasteboard and 
sewed together. He took It away with 
him. The next morning he came back 
and said: "I have more respect for 
women than I had before. That model 
works beautifully. But you surely did 
not do the mathematical part your- 
self?" "No," answered Mrs. Sharpless, 
"I owe that to my college girl." Later, 
when he put this rough mode! before 
the board of patent lawyera, they too 
were convulsed with laughter. 
Mr. 
Chambers said: "You may laugh, gen- 
tlemen, but I seldom have an amateur 
model that works out so perfectly." 
Then the professors in the chemical 
department of the University of Penn- 
sylvania went over Mrs. Sharpless' 
work step by step, and made more than 
a hundred slides Illustrating the re- 
sults of their investigation. On October 
15, Professor P. D. Ives, the inventor of 
the binocular microscope, exhibited the 
bread machine at the. Franklin instl- 
ture, which was founded In Philadel- 
phia by Benjamin Franklin, a century 
ago to advance the work of mechanics 
and science. Besides scientists, many 
practical millers were present, und the 
overseers of the old orthodox Fri4nds' 
meeting on Twelftb street turned out 
almost to a. man. Polarized light was 
passed through a multitude of samples 
of other bread and In every cuse the 
crosses betrayed the presence of un- 
burst particles of starch, while the 
bread made by the new process was 
wholly free from them. 


At the cloHo Mr. Cyrus Chambers 
said, in a voice broken by emotion: 
"When Mrs. Sharplnss told m« of this, I 
only half believed in it, but I thought 
that If true It would be very valuable. 
I put it to the severest test, and we 
have found it to be even better than she 
supposed, 
ghe thought that by her 
new process she could get from 12 to 25 
per cent; more nourishment out of the 
flour, but we ha-ve proved that she gets 
almost 50 per cent; more!" 
. At this exhibition, when the picture 
of the first rough pasteboard model was 
thrown on the screen, Mr. Chambers 
said, "I know she made the holes in 
the sieve with a darning- needle!" It 
was a fact, 
'When the Invention/ was shown to 
President McAllister of the Drexel In- 
stitute, he said: "Why, Mrs. Sharpless, 
you. don't know what you have dpne 
You have: done something that the 
technologists have been working on for 
years without success.

I am now moved to dash in, 
8S best I may, the Yellowstone Won- 
derland. What a contrast! 
The one 


js a changeless, abysmal Sllenco: the 
other 
a 
kaleidoscopic, 
cataclysmic 
Transformation-Scene. The first typi- 
fies Eternity. Nirvana,. Rest: the hist 
^presents Time, at its beginnings when 
Nature wrought spasmodically to bring 
from and order out of Chaos. The one 
awes and exalts; the other exhilarates, 
cxdtes, alarms, aud, finally exhausts. 
The first Is an immovable, fathomless 
interrogation; the last a startling, 
..pouting- exclamation, ever on the go. 
At the one you drink the waters of 
Lethe, and forget you are mortal; at 
the other you are at a continuous per- 
formance, amidst a perpetual din of pop, 
fizz, and foam, ever and anon broken 
by uproarious acclaims and "tigers." 
Iii the presence of the first you feel 
Hie paralysis of the unattainable; in 
tlie midst of the last the pulses quicken, 
lints and tones In endless combination 
IITIP to the eye to fire the imagination, 
while the beautiful In form, as well 
as the grotesque, challenge with insist- 
i-nco to reproduction 
with 
pen 
or 


brush. 


Most of our company of tent-dwellers 
return with reams of notes. I bring 
buck only a store of vivifying- impres- 
Fions: Here, of a fountain, huge in 
proportion, built up terrace upon ter- 
iu-e, of alabaster, amber, onyx, emerald, 
turquoise, its surface a shower of cas- 
cades, that at once reveal the, wond- 
rous color scheme beneath and reflect 
the glory of sun and sky above. There; 
of a monumental geyser, shooting aloft 
a huge column of boiling water, one 
hundred, two hundred feet or more, 
filling the circumambient air with sil- 
vered spray, and the vaulted heavens 
with rainbow^. And next I return in 
memory to a "pool," almost Indiscrim- 
inately to one among a hundred or more 
that mosaic this realm of marvels. We 
ascend what in appearance is a chalk 
bank. 10, 20, 30 or more feet in height, 
one of many known as "formations," 
and find ourselves on a plateau, a, hun- 
dred yards across, or perchance a mile 
In circumference. Here is our "pool," 
and more than likely there are a dozen 
to keep It company; some are quiescent, 
and from these the vapor rises lazily; 
others are in action, bubbling and boil- 
ing with the fury of a tempest iti a tea- 
pot. 
These "pools" vary in diameter 


from a few feet to hundreds. The ma- 
jority range from 10 to 30 feet. Many 
have names, such as the Pearl, the 
Morning Glory, the Gem, the Emerald, 
the Ideal, the Beryl, the Turquoise, 
suggested :by form or color. Some havo 
rims a few inches to several feet in 
height. These'rlmB are hard, coral-like, 
the result of slow accretions, as the 
mineral-weighted waters splutter ever 
them. Others are even with the plateau, 
only banded by a soft, jelly-like sub- 
stance, sometimes a few inches, and 
igaln several or many feet in width, 
ml present all the colors and shadings 
if the spectrum. For an example, let 
us visit the one called "Excelsior," a 
TOO! seen by few, for it holds its charms 
and conceits in high estsem, stands 
iloof from highroads, and exacts a 
hard tramp. The "Excelsior" has an 
upraised rim. It is perhaps 30 feet 
across, and about as deep. As we ap- 
proach it Is still. How clear the depths! 
Hut is this water? The rather, are we 
not gazing- oh/melted Jewels? There Is 
e. gentle BloiJe'dFa few feet from the 
lorfler, bedded-with white gravel, and, 
.in' this wonderful chemistry of nature, 
|the effect is as of pearls and diamonds. 
The next descent is more abrupt, and 
.'fleets a 'heavenly blue; and below 
re recesses, or .miniature caverns, the 
intents of each revealing a different 
mcle of green. Our guide calls atten- 


[tion to the serenity of the surface; then, 
the Hwing of a sower, scatters a 


_fbi of. gravel over It, and immed- 


llately thers la trouble. In a trice each 
jliclible forms'» bubble, these quickly 
loalosce, become upheavals, change into 
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spouts, and In another moment the en- 
tire basin is a raging cauldron, lashing 
Itself into a fury, ludicrously dispro- 
portionate to thn cause, while all the air 
about is filled with scalding steam. This 
resentful rage lasts only a. fnw minutes, 
and almost as suddenly as the disturb- 
ance came it subsides, and the placid, 
gem-reflecting mirror is restored. Simi- 
lar upheavals occur periodically in the 
course of nature, yet are provoked at 
pleasure. 
Near the "Excelsior" is a 
smaller pool. Watch it. Prom the bot- 
tom rises a disk three or four inches 
In diameter. It shines as burnished 
silver, 
revolves with extraordinary 
rapidity, ascends with speed, and ex- 
plodes on tlie surface in the form of 
a bubble with the sound of a whip 
snap; and as fast as one Is gone an- 
other appears. 


On a neighboring "formation" is an 
aperture not more than two feet in di- 
ameter. Its super-heated contents rise 
nearly to the brim, and seethe and bub- 
ble with extraordinary intensity. A doz- 
en feet away Is a fissure, a yard 
Tn 


length, and only a few inches wide. It 
is a vent for volumes of hissing steam, 
and the clatter as of machinery going 
on underneath is somewhat terrifying. 
The guide calls for a soiled handker- 
chief. This is a land of dust, and one is 
readily produced. He throws It into the 
aperture known as the "boiler," and in 
an Instant It disappears. A laugh goes 
around at the expense of the confiding 
hinder. But the demeanor of the guide 
is reassuring as he steps to the "vent" 
and exclaims "they are Ht work." Who 
"they" are he does not explain, but the 
clatter of internal machinery is ob- 
viously on the increase. At any rate, 
all of us so believe and stoutly affirm. 
"What makes that awful noise?" in- 
quires a puzzled and agitated maiden. 
"It's their washing machine" replies 
the guide as he returns to the "boiler" 
for observation. "I didn't think that 
handkerchief was so dirty," he re- 
marks, with a twinkle; but, in a mo- 
ment, exclaims "here it is," and, sure 
enough, the scrap of linen, washed to 
a queen's taste, has bubbled to the sur- 
face, and with his Alpine stock the 
guide swishes it out and returns it to 
its gratified owner. Of course, instantly 
it Is "Monday morning" with everybody, 
the ladies naturally having the first 
chance, and one handkerhclef 
after 
another goes into the "boiler," thence 
(it is 'assumed) travels underground to 
the "washer," and, in due course returns 
to be restored to its owner, the time 
varying from one to five minutes, ac- 
cording (aa tho wits will have it) to 
the state of the mouchoir. Incidents 
of this sort come as a relief, even to 
the strenuous artistic temperament. 
En passoiit: A Chinaman with the 


instinct and thrift of his race, and by 
special permission of Uncle Sam, some 
time ago possessed himself of one of 
these boiling pots, put a tent over it, 
and immediately did 
a land 
office 
washee-washee business, with no ex- 
pense for fuel. As it was near "Old 
Faithful" he felt warranted in shar- 
ing the confidence of the 'Melican com- 
munity In the steady habits of this 
famous spellbinder. But, as even the 
staidest now and then seek relief from 
the strain of law and order, so "Old 
Faithful," tired of spouting, one day 
concluded to look about a bit and see 
how other geysers were doing (no doubt 
having heard much tourist comment on 
their provoking irregularity) and being 
warmly attached to the Chinaman's 
"boiler," (that, by the way, is now its 
official title) by ties of subterranean 
consanguinity, he. for the nonce turned 
his Job over to that particular hole iiy 
the ground. The consequences can bs 
better imagined than described. For- 
tunately, John was absent at this .try- 
ing juncture, delivering tha produce of 
his skill, or there -would now be one 
heathen less in the world. For pur- 
poses other than: diversion "pot boilers" 
are since In little demand ln-this region. 
Artists may profitably make a note of 
this. 
Geysers are both numerous and var- 


lous here. The nights arc cold, oven in 
August hovering around'the frost line, 
nnd on any morning in this rlenr, rrlsp 
air. tho "Upper Basin," a half dozen 
miles in circumference! resembles a 
thriving manufacturing 
town, with 
steam nnd smoke' ascending from a 
hundred pipes and chimneys. That, as 
an aggregation, these geysers are "play- 
Ing out" admits of no doubt. At the 
present rate of deterioration, without 
a fresh supply of subterranean force, 
this whole "shooting match," a century 
hence, will be a reminiscence only. Even 
"Old 
Faithful," once a regulator of the 
sun, now frequently evinces "that 
tired feeling'" so commnn to decadent 
organisms, having extended his head- 
way from 1:03 to 1:20 In a few years. 
It was our good fortune to see in ac- 
tion several of the "irregulars," whose 
eruptions vary In intervals from a week 
to a month, and even then frequently 
"play it on" the expectant by doing 
their "stunts" at night. 
Many folk 
squander fortunes waiting about the 
Upper Basin for something out of the 
common to "turn up." This Is folly, 
for there is always plenty and to spare 
going on. 


When g-tiysers are not spouting with 
their 
advertised 
regularity, 
In- 
tervals 
can 
be 
filled 
with sat- 
isfaction 
by 
going 
across 
lots 


and making the acquaintance of a 
"pot" whose contents, In the hands of 
an expert manipulator, would "paint" 
all the towns in the country, with some- 
thing left over for our island posses- 
sions. And it Is "hot stuff," too. 
It 
has only one drawbnck, it Is creamy in 
color instead of "red." You note steam 
ascending in the distance; you approach 
cautiously, and from a broad embank- 
ment graze at the contents of a basin 
several hundred feet In circumference, 
filled with a substance resembling 
thickly mixed paint, or diluted putty, or 
soft mush. And the way It bolls and 
bubbles, and splutters and splashes, is 
well calculated to make a nonchalant 
temperament weary. 


One may also take a stroll over the 


Continental divide, and frolic with a 
mud geyser. But such sport is only for 
the extremely strenuous, as It borders 
on the dangerous. Except one has had 
previous acquaintance with the more 
pestiferous and malodorous preserves of 
his Satanic Majesty. This is not in 
"Hell's Half Acre," that having Its own 
peculiar variety of sulphuric samples 
on tap. No, this one wants nearly all 
the room there is to itself, and .it gets 
it without any haggling over "claims." 
When within a mile or two you begin 
to smell something, and instinctively 
look about for pole-cats. About this 
time, also, a mud cloud verging on 
black, comes Into view. As you pro- 
ceed the mind becomes reflective, hesi- 
tancy marks the step, until, stirred 
by an uncontrollable curiosity, you 
clamber up the side of a mountain, 
and stand on a-mud wall that separ- 
ates the Upper from the Nether World. 
One now has opportunity to' look into 
a crater about twenty yards across, and 
nearly as many deep, and the combina- 
tion that simultaneously 
affects the 
senses is never forgotten. The dark- 
some vapor that rises in hurdling 
clouds Is scalding stench. You pene- 
trate It visually with, your courage in 
one hand and your nose in the other, 
and blink upon an indescribable com- 
motion. From unfathomable depths, 
and cavernous sides, lashing waves of 
dissolved sulphuric mud clash and 
break upon each other in the center, 
are hurled back, return with doubled 
strength, again are swept back, return 
with redoubled fury, and so the mighty 
and malodorous conflict between ab- 
horrent and abysmal forces continues 
without rest and without change. 
There Is no outlet; no escape, except 
in the form of polluted vapor. It Is 
an elemental fight to a finish. As an 
example of mud-throwing, this geyser 
can be safely recommended for emula 
tton to any aspiring politician. 
For contrast and relief, like an escape 


from darkness to light, let us visit the 


"Rivnrslde" and "Grotto" goysors, both 
within a hundred yards ut' our camp. 
It Is our first day In the Upper Bnsln 
—nay. our first hour. Wo tiro at early 
supper when a shout Is raised that the 
'Riverside" (doing business for 
ten 
minutes with four hours intermission) 
Is about to "shoot." Hats nre pitched 
upon 
Indiscriminately, 
there 
is 
a 
scramble uphill, and just as the cone of 
the geyser comes into view of the pant- 
ing throng there is a roar, nnd the 
"play" Is on. The "Riverside" Is so 
named because its crater, by accre- 
tions actually projects beyond the nat- 
ural bank of the stream, euphoniously 
known to fame as "Fire Hole River." 
Its crater, furthermore, leans toward 
the stream, and the "upshot" is so de- 
flected as to form a bridge of water 
and vapor a distance of about 150 feet. 
Sometimes the "Grotto," on the opposite 
side, takes up the play as soon as the 
"Riverside" subsides. It did so on this 
occasion to our great delight. 
The 
mouth or mouths, (for there are two) 
of the "Grotto" are within an arched 
and overhanging formation, about fifty 
feet in circumference, and a dozen In 
height. The two openings are on a level 
opposite each other; and, as the streams 
projected almost horizontally, come to- 
gether with a tremendous plunge, they 
rise to a considerable height by the 
sheer force of impact, hurling great 
masses of superheated water at each 
other, white as snow, and with a rush 
that rises to a roar, (for thetr mouths 
are literal trumpets) the battle between 
these giants continues until the pent up 
rage has exhausted itself. 
A dozen 
yards away Is an upright crater, a 
full 
brother of the "Grotto" 
twins. 
While the internecine combat is on, 
this one satisfies itself with modest 
manifestations, just to show It is there; 
but the moment the double becomes 
quiescent, the single crater takes up 
the game at a tremendous rate, and 
for ten minutes shoots a stream of 
grand proportions to a height of fifty 
feet or more. 


"Old Faithful" must be mentioned in 
particular, as a matter of course. The 
first time we saw it in action, our guide 
said he had never seen it in better 
"form," and his experience dates back 
something like twenty years. The old 
fellow was ten minutes late by 
the 
watch, (according to the latest revised 
time-table) and so had accumulated ex- 
tra force. And as there was no stir of air 
to break or deflect the column, it rose 
majestically to a height of 140 feet; 
while its ordinary spurt halts at 120 
feet. It was also our good fortune to 
see several of the more 
important 
"occaslonals" In action, among others 
the ."Castle" and the "Lion." 
Have I said 
anything about the 
"Roaring Mountain?" It is an elevation 
by the roadside, 600 or 800 feet in height, 
and from top to bottom, and from bot- 
tom . to top, It is - cut up .by steam- 
emitting fissures, and the aggregate 
noise suggests a moving train. An 
embryo Pelee, perchance. 
It is "high" living 7000 or 8000 feet 


above sea level, amidst Shooting gey- 
sers, Boiling cauldrons, Devil's kitchens, 
Hell's Half acres, Roaring mountains, 
Fire hole rivers, Sulphuric abysses; and 
so one finally comes to long, with a feel- 
ing Indefinable, for nature in repose, 
and returns to it with unimagined felic- 
ity. But one need riot.escape from this 
Reservation to feel the Inspiration and 
content afforded 
by the sublime or 
serene; for It presents superb views 
and vistas as well'as unrivalled wond- 
ers and freaks. 
One view is notable. 
As you arrive at the'Continental divide 
(and us everything is topsy-turvy here 
it needs follow that you go east In- 
stead of west from the "Upper Basin" 
to cross to the Pacific watershed) and 
look south from "Observation- Point," 
the eye follows a charming valley', 
lingers gratefully in"the middle distance 
on Shoshone Lake, and beyond, 60 miles 
away, rests on the superbly silhouetted 
peaks of the Three Tetons, majestic 
watch-towers of the Wyoming plains. 
Leaving tlie Tetons in their impres- 


sive solitude, we go only a few miles, ' 
when there spreads itself ibefore urn- 
vision one of Mother Earth's most pli> 
:uresque lakes, the Yellowstone. White- 
capped mountains encompass It, it is 
Island-studded, and enjoys the'dlstlnc- 
tion of being the highest steam-navi- 
gated body of wa,ter—thus giving the 
dust and goggle-weary tourist a grate- 
ful relief of three hours in comfortable 
chairs on the deck of a substantial, 
steel hulled steamer plying regularly 
between its southern and northern ex- 
tremes. , And,what fishing it affords! 
This is especially true at the point 
where the Yellowstone river starts on 
Its long journey by way of the Missouri 
and Mississippi.to the Gulf. Here the 
bottom is discernable at any depth, 
and scores of handsome two and three 
pound trout are seen In all directions. 
Unfortunately ' they are infested by 
worms of late, and so the sport is a 
pure gratuity. It is said this condition 
Is due to plethora, combined with 
scarcity of food, and if this be so, 
(though surely not a. scientific explana- 
tion', if. one believes In the law of the 
survival.of the fittest) the Isaac Wai- 
tori's may be doing a good service In 
"killing" as many as possible. If all 
the stories of "catches" are to be be- 
Hvede, the wonder Is there are any fish 
left for worms to feed upon. 
And now, I fear, there Is left little 
space for the climax—the Yellowstone 
Carton—a spectacle of nature in her 
royally picturesque mood—unique, pi- 
quant, artistic, and altogether lovely. 
Here, within the distance of a mile, arc 
two incomparable falls. 
Splendid in 
themselves; they have a matchless set- 
ting: of gorge, .mountain-side and wood- 
land; a frame of color that blends In 
exquisite harmony with the green of the 
river above, the white of the spray- 
covered plunge, and Is prolonged by 
foam-crested rapids, so that the perfect 
in aesthetics seems for once to be real- 
ized. The "falls" are respectively 120 
and 220 feet in descent. The upper and 
lesser fall takes Its leap amid verdure- 
clad hillsides,'and this aspect of nature 
accompanies the river to the second, 
and greater leap. But here at once all 
Is changed. Standing beside the falls 
a marvelous vista opens. At this point 
the chasm for a distance of three miles 
widens from a few hundred yards to 
nearly a mile; green sloping hillsides 
change to abrupt declivities, rising to 
a height or falling to a depth of 1,300 
feet; 
while 
the 
color 
scheme 
that 
entrances 
the 
vision is one 


a 
> Turner ' would have 
worshiped. 


Viewed from the top of the falls it is 
an outburst of inspiring forms, and 
exquisite tints and tones. One should 
not miss seeing the chasm from this 
point in its sunset glory, with shadows 
deepened to mystery. By your side are 
the rushing waters tumbling to a depth 
of 220 feet. In the immediate fore- 
ground is a cathedral-like structure 
of-a rich dark red. It stands at the 
foot of the fallsi and its spires rise 
slightly above the top, as if it fain 
would obstruct the view from that 
vantage, thus, perchance, compelling 
to ,devotloi),-lest. Nature's plea of "Art 
for Art's Sake," enthrall the beholder 
to Pagan worship. Verily one might 
wish to linger in this suggestively de- 
votional foreground, were it not that a 
ravishment of form and color—one of 
towering heights and perilous depths— 
transfigures the artistic soul; and so, 
with a joy-cry, the Sybarit overleaps 
the Ascetic'to claim his own. 
As far as the eye can evlslon the 
scene, . the .Yellowstone appears as 
a bund of green, embossed with crests 
of foam, and embanked with such colors 
as IH not given to any other river on 
the earth. The rock of this defile Is 
exceedingly friable. 
The 
frowning 


cllffs.that rise to a height of 1,500 feet 
are of various colors and easily yield 
to nature's "grind;" and so "drifts' 
are started—the primal colors in their 
descent 
intermingling, until, at the 
base where the '"drifts" touch the river, 
they present what is, perhaps, 
best 
described ' .as ' an indistinguishable 


gamut. As from this blending the 
eye ascends, streams 
ot "primals" 
emerge, until there are distinct defini- 
tions of reel, pink, orange, lemon, prey, 
green 
and black. 
Naturally these 
"drifts" vary as there is excess of one 
color over others, and eo there are not 
only horizontal variations, but lateral 
as well. In several of the "drifts" tho 
middlo distance presents bands of grey, 
rose tint, and lavender—the latter be- 
inj? the dominant note. The Nature- 
God who planned this chasm had an 
Incomparable eye for effects. Not only 
had he inspiration for form and color, 
but so arranged the various composi- 
tions that they might be seen to best 
advantage from a series of "observation 
points," projecting far over the chasm, 
and from these are presented distinctive 
vistas in such manner that each seems 
to surpass all others. 
And now I shall conclude this rhap- 
sody about nature with a picture or 
two having a living and human inter- 
est. You have all heard how govern- 
ment protects the animal life of the 
reservation. In our touring we saw 
hundreds of elk in herds, many deer, 
wild ducks with their progeny in way- 
side waters, 
beavers busy building 
dams, with huge ti-ees prostrate by 
the river's side, felled by them with 
their teeth, (and by the same token it 
may be mentioned that beavers only 
are permitted to cut timber in this 
reservation),majestic buffaloes,("wild") 
cats, otter, ground hogs, chipmunks, 
and above all, bears. A hotel or per- 
manent 
camp 
that, 
cannot 
boast 
amongst its steady boarders a variety 
of grizzlies, cinnamon and black bears, 
has no reason for .being. We actually 
"treed" a big black fellow right in 
the midst of our tents In the-middle 
of the afternoon, and such fun as the 
younger ones had climbing neighboring 
trees and "shooing" (not "snooting," 
please) the old fellow up and down, 
gave a unique diversion for half an 
hour. Then a halt was called, bruin 
was permitted to climb down, and the 
way he ambled off and made himself 
scarce would have distanced a runaway 
automobile. 
After an early supper our group of 
two score decided to take a flnal look 
at the canon from the Lower Falls, and 
so took the trail down the mountain 
side. Ours was a congenial company. 
We had been five days together, had 
spent the evenings about the camp fire 
cracking "chestnuts," singing, dancing, 
and had even Improvised a "cake walk." 
Our group represented twelve states. It 
included a judge, three 
lawyers, 
li 
doctor, a journalist, four teachers, a 
dozen young fellows whose chief busi- 
ness it was to snap kodaks at us with 
geysers for background, a choice var- 
iety of "better halves." and, finally, 
a charming trio of Ibsen girls. My 
wife insists I mean Gibson girls, but I 
know better. 
In the first place I 
would not call any nice girls after a 
chap who can't write his own name; 
and, 
furthermore, they were Norweg- 
ians, from 
Minnesota, talked a lot 
among themselves that was strictly 
esoteric (Ibsen's manner surely), and, In 
many ways lent a charming old-world 
flavor to our olla podrlda'. 
What eventides in this conjunction 


of high altitudes and latitudes! 
How 
relunctantly the reign of light fades 
Into the realm of darkness! 
How the 
twilights linger, coquetting, first with 
the one and then with the other, until 
they swoon and slowly expire in the 
embrace of deepening shadows and of 
night. We sauntered down the trail 
amid song and laughter, and reached 
the head of the falls just as the setting 
sun cast his glory upoii the crests of 
the eastern wall. What chiaro-oscura! 
How dazzling the light upon the silver 
and rose-colored heights!.. As was gazed 
and gazed, bound by the spell of nature, 
few words were spoken. Silence was 
the only fitting commentary. Suddenly 
someone raised the cry: "There Is a 
bear!" 
Sure enough, on tho opposite 
shore. 
ambled 
bruin, 
half-grown. 
He dipped into the river, essayed to 


cross, 
but 
the 
fierce 
current 


within loss than a. hundred yards of the 
falls warned him of danger, and he 
returned to the bank'and made Ilia 
way to the fulls on dry land. 
The 
river here is something like a hundred 
yards wide. On either side at the falls 
is a natural bench, 1!0 or SI) feet in 
length. The cub climbed the one on his 
side, which gave him a clear view of the 
sheer descent of waters, Hhouk his head, 
and proceeded to ascend the mountain. 
In ten minutes he had reached the top. 
We naturally concluded that this was 
the last of him, but were mistaken. 
Soon he was seen coming down about 
200 yards higher up the stream, and 
when he reached it, without ado, again 
breasted the current. He was well a 
third across, when suddenly he turned 
tail, caught the shore less than a hun- 
dred feet from the abyss, and again 
mounted the bench for a second in- 
spection. This time one glance was 
enough! 
What he obviously said to 
himself was, "Gee Willikens, but you 
came 
near 
being a 
gone bear," 
and the way he scurried up the moun- 
tain, paw over paw, was a sight .to be- 
hold, and provoked us to shrieks of 
laughter.

A REMARKABLE POLITICAL FORECAST. 


N THE Gazette Campaign edition dated Sunday., October 26, 10 aa}.s ^ 


fore the election, the Gazette undertook to present to its readers a fore- 
cast.of the vote in this state. At that time the general opinion was that 
the Republicans had at most only a forlorn hope of winning the contest. 
Nothing of the kind had ever before been attempted in. the state of Colo- 


rado, and the Gazette management were probably the only newspaper men 
in the state who believed that it could be accomplished. But the Importance 
to the Gazette readers and to Republicans generally of knowing exactly what 
the Republican prospects really were induced this paper to undertake the task. 


Letters of inquiry were sent to the chairmen of the county central com- 


mittees of every county in the state, and these were supplemented by tele- 
grams, with the result that official signed replies were received from 51 out 
of 54 counties in the state, two of these replies not reacting us in time for 
publication. These two counties, together with the three remaining ones, 
were carefully and conservatively estimated, and the results were summed up 
as follows:

"The total Republican pluralities outside of Arapahoe county amount to 


14,815. 


"The total Democratic pluralities amount to 2,400. 
"This is a net Republican plurality for the state outside of Arapahoe 


county of 12,415." 


Unofficial returns have now been received from all of tho counties ot 


the state, and nothing further will come in until the statements of the official 
count are made by the county clerks. 


The Gazette said that 38 counties outside of Arapahoe would give Repub 


lican pluralities. 


The unofficial returns show that 38 counties outside of Arapahoe gave 


Republican pluralities. 


The Gazette said that 13 counties would go Democratic, and that fivo 


counties were doubtful. 


Eighteen counties, according to tho unofficial returns, gave Democratic 


pluralities, and of these five, and no more, are reported for Democratic plural- 
ities of not more than 100 votes each. 


The Gazette said that the net Republican purality for the Btate outside ot 


Arapahoe county would be 12,415. 


The net Republican plurality for the state outside of Arapaboe county, 


according to unofficial returns to date, is 12,050. 


It was certainly not the fault of the Gazette nor of the Republican county.

HE ANNOUNCEMENT l>y the navy department of 


a shortage in the available naval officers is likely 
to bring a quick remedy if congress acts prompt- 
ly. 
There is certainly no shortage of boys and 


young men in the United States who have the patriotism 
and the physical and mental equipment necessary to fit 
themselves for serving their country as naval officers. AH 
that it is necessary for congress to do is to open the 
doors ot the academy at Annapolis and the naval train- 
ing schools a littfe wider, and to facilitate the passage of 
good material from the latter to the' former. 


The navy has always been an attractive career for 


American boys, and it is still, but for many years the 
authorities seemed to be greatly afraid of getting too 
many officers, and the narrow rules regulating the An- 
napolis academy seemed to bo planned rather to keep 
young men out of the navy rather than to bring them 
Into it. 
Now the circumstances are different, and the 


demand is for more officers. 
The navy can get them, 


and just as good oneo as were ever provided, but It will 
necessarily take time. 


It takes longer to produce an admiral or even a good 


gunner than it does a battle ship, and the man is more 
important than the machine. 


Congress should pay prompt attention to the recom- 


mendations of the naval authorities, and should set to 
work to increase the supply of captains and admirals with 
the same energy with which it has built up the cruisers 
and battleships of the new navy.

HATEVER friction there may bo between the Democratic senate 


and the Republican house in the next legislature in regard to various

MONSTER GARDEN 
MAP OF STATES, 


Interesting Novelty to be a Fart o£ 
the Government Exhibit at the 
World's Fair Paths for 
State Boundaries. 
World's Fair, St Louis, Mo., Nov. 8.— 


Space has been allotted in tho western 
part of tho World's fair grounds for a, 
great garden map o£ tho United States. 
Tho allotment was mado upon tho appli- 
cation of W. J. Spillman of tho govern- 
ment department of agriculture, export In 
grasses and forago plants. The map will 
constitute a part of tho exhibit of the 
bureau of plant industry and will have a 
southern exposure well suited for the pur- 
pose. Two acres will bo taken up with 
this map. Tho state lines will be marked 
by walks In cinders, red gravel or some 
other material. In each state reservation 
will bo shown the economic plants pro- 
duced in the stale and for which tho state 
is known. The corn of Kansas, tho wheat 
of the middle states, the cotton, tobacco 
and sugar cane of tho southern states, 
the orange and pineapple of Florida, will 
all be shown. Those plants which do not 
grow in this latitude normally will be 
forced under glass in hot beds. Mr. Spill- 
man says that two acres will be sufficient 
to carry out this plan, allowing an acre 
200x400 feet. This would make tho stato 
of Illinois about 75 feet long. 


With this map spread out on the south- 


ern slope, In the place allotted, It would 
appear from 
tho Agricultural building 


hill llko a bird's eyo view of the United 
States, while the visitor walking on the 
paths would, so far as vegetation waa 
concerned, be traveling through the coun- 
try. 


The outdoor exhibit will have a number 


oC additional features which will make it 
the most remarkable agricultural exhibit 
ever made on earth: .The outdoor exhibit 
is a novelty. 
It was tried In miniature 


at two former American expositions, but 
at those expositions it was confined to 
grasses and forage plants. The range of 
tho present outdoor exhibit Is shown by 
tho following points, which will bo coh- 
ered by it: 


1. A cereal exhibit In which 
will 
be 


shown growing every species of wheat, 
oats, barley, rye, corn, enmcr, spelt and 
elnkorn. As there are over 4,000 varie- 
ties of wheat and some hundreds of corn, 
tho extent o£ this exhibit may be judged. 


2. Diseases of field and garden crops. 


Plants will bo shown afflicted with va- 
rious diseases and one-half of the plant* 
will be treated scientifically to show how 
tho disease may bo eliminated.' Thus po- 
tatoes will bo inoculated with blight and 
half the plants treated to kill tho blight. 
Smutted oats will be shown under tho 
sanio conditions. 


;i. Plant breeding or crossing of varieties 


will be shown by 
offering the 
parent 


plants and the hybrid growing between. 
Many varieties of hybrid wheats and o( 
garden vegetables hybridized to produce 
strango varieties will bo shown. 


4. Tho treatment of Band dunes whh 


vegetation to bind the loose sand anil 
prevent it from 
blowing under storm

The "queen i of Thunder mountain'1 


was.in the city yesterday and like a 
true que'en she1 has most Implicit faith 
in her realm. Her title was given her 
by the prospectors of the district be- 
cause she was the first woman to make 
the desperate Journey from Haley into 
the Thunder mountain gold fields. The 
"queen" is Miss M. A. Rice, and her 
home is really in Texas. Miss Rice went 
through the Galveston flood, the oil ex- 
citement in Beaumont, where she ed- 
ited and managed the Beaumont Oil Re- 
view, and now she has made the long 
and dangerous trip into the wilds of 
Idaho and back again, three experi- 
ences, either one ol which would suf- 
fice for an ordinary mortal. In com- 
pany with her father, she started from 
Haley on May 13, last, traveling by 
pony and in unconventional attire, con- 
sisting of knickerbockers, leggings, 
sweater and slouch hat. The party con- 
sisted of 11 persons including Miss Rice 
and her father. For the first two or 
three days they had a most pleasant 
trip through the rapidly melting snow, 
but about the fourth day out they ran 
into hard traveling. The snow and ice 
was beginning to break up in the val- 
leys, leaving hanging banks on the hills 
and making progress slow and danger- 
ous. They .were obliged to leave the 
wagons with which they had started 
from Haley and pack 
the goods on
